SENATOR HILL ENDORSES THE IDEA 


This Is No Time for Sectional Prejudice. 
A Fair Field and Let the Best 
Man Win. 


Washington, April 4—The Post this 
morning, under the caption “A Southern 
Democrat for’ 1896,” publishes a column 
editorial in which it asks: 

“Why should not the democrats nomin- 
ate a southern man next year? |. Why 
wouldn’t that be the thing to do—the 
courageous, the consistent,the equitable 
thing? Why, indeed!” 

The Post says it is difficult to under- 
stand the attitude of the national party 
and the acquiescence of the south in re- 
gard to the presidency. “Possibly, it is 
habit For two decades, at least, south- 
ern démocrats have agreed to the proposi- 
tion set up by their northern colleagues 
that the coufitry is not réady for a candi- 
date from the section lately in rebellion 
against the general government, For two 
decades and more, it has been an accepted 
theory that a southern candidate would 
alarm the American people, would revive 
all the memories, the apprehensions, and 
‘the antagonisms of 1861-5. And, during 
all that time, the southern democracy has 
‘‘assented without protest, subordinated 


themselves to the mere phantom of a van- - 


ished past, meekly borne the heat and 
burden of successive campaigns, furnished 
the rank and file for all the great battles, 
and stood aside in humble deference and 
uncomplaining abnegation while the fruits 
of their strength and prowess were divid- 


ed among the members of an insignificant 


contingent, But why? At most this was 
only an expedient. It was never essential- 
ly a matter of priciple and propriety.’’ 

The Post thinks the time is ripe to put 
an end to the existing state of affairs. 

Senator Morgan declares that the case 
could not have been better put than it is 
in The Post's editorial. 

No Seectionalism, Says Hill. 

Senator Hill has telegraphed to The Post 
the ‘following: 

“Albany, N. Y., April 4, 1895.—To the 
Editor of The Post: I have perused with 
much interest your article‘ A Southern 
Democrat 1896,’ It is able, creditable 
and any” policy” which” setks to 
debase an otherwise acceptable candidate, 
simply by reason of the section of country 
wherein he resides, is unpatriotic, unwise 
and un-American, and I am opposed to it. 
This is no time for the toleration of sec- 
tional prejudices, jealousies, and animosi- 
ties. The existing political conditions de- 
mand that the party should have the whole 
country to choose from. Let there be a 
free field, a fair contest, and may the 
best man win. This is my democracy and 
these are my sentiments, briefly and has- 
tily expressed. DAVID B. HILL,” 


RHODE ISLAND ELECTION, 


The Full Vote Was Not Polled—foth 
Parties Had a Light Vote. 
Providence, R. I., April 4.—The plurality 
for the head of the republican ticket will 
be 10.801, as compared with 6,507 for Govy- 
ernor Brown last year. Although the total 
republican vote was over 4,000 less than 
it: was last year, the democratic vote fell 
off over 8.000 and the total vote cast yes- 
terday was 43,763 as compared with 54,863 
votes cast last spring. The total vote is 

as follows: 

Lippitt, republican, 22,092; Littlefield, 
democrat, 14,191; Quimby, prohibitionist, 
2,494; Boomer, socialist, 1,706; Foster, peo- 
ple’s party, 280. On the assembly ticket 
the democrats gained a little over last 
year’s record. Where they have a total 
of five votes in the grand committee of 
the present assembly they will have a to- 
tal of eight in the next one. Three seats 
gained were in Burrillville, Scituate and 
Cumberland.

OFFICE THRUST UPON HIM. 


How Mergler Was Elected Without 
His Knowledge. 

Milwaukee, Wis., April 4.—One of the 
unique features of the election was the elec- 
tion of Peter Mergler, without his knewl- 
edge, to the office of justice of the peace 
jn the town of Greenfield, he receiving only 
four votes. Last spring Philip Oestrich was 
elected justice of the peace for three years, 
on the republican ticket, by an overwhelm- 
ing. majority. He filed a bond but it was 
rejected, and he never made another at- 
tempt to qualify, but has been conducting 
court continuously ever since. Stutely Hen- 
derson, alive to the opportunity, got three 
of his friends to vote for Mergler and with 
his own vote a total of four resulted. It 
was sufficient to fill the vacancy. Neither 
Mergler nor WVestrich was aware of the 
circumstance until yesterday. 


_ WORK MUST BE STOPPED. 


Tennessee's House Concurs in the 
Resolution. 

Nashville, Tenn., April 4.—(Special.)—The 
house today concurred in the resolution to 
stop all work on the new penitentiary. New 
bills were introduced by Mr. Jones placing 
a privilege tax on railroads not paying an 
ad valorem tax; by Mr. Rambo, repealing 

_the law requiring voters to produce their 
poll tax receipts; by Mr. Slatter, to estab- 
lish the whipping post; by Mr. Jarvis, to 
protect the purity of elections. The bill 
providés for,.one registration every two 
years, requires payment of poll taxes thirty 
days before elections and requires that 
judges be furnished certified copies of reg- 
istration books and lists of parties who 
have paid poll taxes. 

The house refused to print the evidence 
in the Gower-Sheldon ‘contested election 
case. The senate rejected a bill legalizing 
primary elections. 


WANT THE ROAD SOLD. 


Creditors Are After the Tennessee 
Central Railroad Company. 
Sparta, Tenn., April 4.—(Special,)—A bill

The company began operations without any ) 


visible capital but used convict labor, and 
the creditors thought that they at, least 
would be paid, whether the lessees of the 
penitentiary were ever paid or not. Colonel 
Jere Baxter has been making promises for 
over a year that creditors would be paid 
in a short while. The company owes proba- 
bly $100,000, and a number of creditors have 
joined and filed thetr bill asking for a fore- 
closure and sale of the whole thing. An in- 
junction has been granted restraining the 
railroad coripany from disposing of. any 
bonds or other securities till the general 
creditors were secured. The company has 
executed a deed of trust to the Union Bank 
and Trust Company of Nashville to secure 
their bonds, and since it was recorded the 
company has refused to talk about a settle- 
ment with their creditors, who are not pro- 
vided for in the deed. 


WHAT THEY WILL REPORT. 


That Massachusetts Committee W?11 
Tell What They Found Soath. 
Boston, Mass., April 4.—The Globe says 


_that from what can be picked up from gos- 


sip around the statehouse it appears that 
the labor section of the report of the com- 
mittee on mercantile affairs on their trip 
south to find out why the mills of Massa- 
chusetts wish to go south, is one upon 
which there is a wide difference of opinion 
among the various members. 

The report will say that at present there 
are no signs of a wholesale removal of 
Massachusetts mills to the south, as there 
are more spindles in Massachusetts today 
than in the past, But the committee claims 
to have found out that in spite of the appa- 
rent prosperity in Massachusetts among the 
cotton mills, a large amount of Massachu- 
setts money has been sent south, That there 
is nothing in the character of Une new cor- 
porations formed under Massachusetts laws 
that will prevent them from organizing in 
Massachusetts and going south. 

gieference is also made to the fact that 
there is at present nothing to prevent the 
cotton corporations of Massachusetts from 
putting all the money they want to in 
southern mills. 

The report will prove that cotton manu- 
facturing in the south is not a new industry, 
but that since 1892 there has sprung up in 
that section conditions favorable to Mas- 
chusetts capitalists. In substantiation ‘of 
this, there will appear a long array of fig- 
ures Which will give some surprising re- 
sults. 

The report will speak hopefully of the 
scheme of establishing mills near cotton 
fields, or near coal mines, as cheapness will 
be equalized by expenses in another direc- 
tion, 

The report will give the following seven 
distinct causes which are attracting the 
cotton industries of New England to the 
south; nearness to cotton fields; cheap tene- 
ments; cheap coal; mild climate; low taxes; 
abundant water power, and absence of 
restrictive labor laws. 

The labor question, which is really the 
important part of the report, is where the 
diviston of the committee is really the great- 
est, as the portion of the report submitted 
advises ngdional legislation on the hours of 
labor for women and children and asks 
that the commonwealth take steps toward 
securing such legislation. '

Burhridge Saya. the Pigkte- Wilt-Oopre 
Off in Florida. 

Cleveland, O., April 4.—A copy of Govern- 
or Mitchell's message to the legislature of 
Florida was shown James Burbridge last 
evening. He was asked what ‘effect it 
would have on the Corbett-Fitzsimmons 
fight. Burbridge is a prominent member of 
the Duval Athletic Club. He said: 

“There is nothing in it but bluff and blus- 
ter. Nothing but Fitzsimmons’s failure to 
post the remainder of his stake or the 
death of the principals will prevent this 
fight from coming off in Jacksonville next 
Septetnber. Mitchell has no influence with 
the legislature. He is known as a gruff 
old fellow, bull-headed and persevering, 
The legislature will take no action on his 
recommendation, because leading business 
men and politicians of Florida compose the 
Duval Athletic Club. We know to a let- 
ter what wiil be done and have recently 
given Corbett and Fitzsimmons $1,000 each 
for training expenses.”’

The 
committee in charge of the excursion has 
been compelled to decline the invitation, as 
the party will not leave Washington for.the 
south until May 27th,

Washington, April 4.—Secretary Herbert 
has replied to the protest of the San Fran- 
cisco chamber of commerce against the 
withdrawal. of the coast defense vessel, 
Monterey, from her duty as guardian of 
the Golden Gate, He says the cruise of 
the Monterey along the Pacific coast south 
of the United States will not be permanent 
and that the vessel may be expected to 
return there before next winter.

DEMOCRATS EAGER 70 GO ON RECORD 


It Has Been Difficult to Hold the 
Counties Back. 


A STATE CONVENTION HAS BEEN CALLED 


Not Much Doubt About What Action the 
Party Will “'ake—The Call Is 
for June 4th. 


Springfield, Ul., April 4.—The democratic 
state committee held an important meet- 
ing this morning. There was a full at- 
tendance. The object was to discuss the 
calling of a state delegate convention to 
establish the currency views of the Illinois 
democracy for the next campaign. The 
sentiment Was nearly 
favor of the-convention. It was decided 
to call one to meet in Springfield, June 
4th. Each county committee is instructed 
to call-a convention for an expression of 
views and sending delegates to the state 
convention. The basis of representation is 
one delegate for every 300 votes cast for 
Claggett, for state treasurer, The demo- 
crats are urged to turn out to the county 
conventions and to give free expression to 
their views, so that there may be .no 
doubt as to the position of the party, The 
vote was 17 ayes to 3 noes. Mayor Hop- 
kins, of Chicago, favored a delay of twen- 
ty days and left for Chicago before the 
vote was taken. 

Chairman Hienrichsen, of the state com- 
mittee, gives out an interview on the sub- 
ject, asserting that there is no question 
that Illinois. democracy is almost unitedly 
for free silver and he believes that the 
convention will so declare. He expects 
a tremendous outpouring of Gemocrats to 
the state convention. He declared to the 
United Press correspondent that he has 
had considerable trouble holding county 
committees back from expressions in favor 
of the white metal and that the sentiment 
of the democracy of the state is so over- 
whelmingly in favor of some early and 
emphatic action that the state committee 
could not do less than call the convention. 


HIGH RATE OF EXCHANGE. 


Treasury Officials Entertain No Fears 
of Gold Reing Withdrawn. 


Washington, April 4.—The rate of sterling | 


has reached 4.90, a point higher than for 
several years -past. The point at which 


gold can.be shipped at a profit is said to. 
be “around 4.871,@4.88. “At this point mil- 


lions of United States gold has gone abroad, 
but the ,Morgan-Belmont syndicate is’ said 
to have such a thorough control over the 
gold export market that treasury officials 
entertain no fears of gold being withdrawn 
for shipment, at least for the present. 
syndicate is said to be ahead of its con- 
tract in supplying gold to the treasury 
and has succeeded, in placing abroad a 
greater block of the $65,000,000 recent bond 
issue than was at first expected. The treas- 
ury gold stands at $90,500,000 with $18,000,000 
still owirg by the syndicate. 


DESIRES REPRESENTATION, 


Australia Wants to Be at the Mone- 
tary Conference When It Is Held. 
London, April 4.—In the house of com- 
mons today Mr. Sidney Buxton, under 
colonial secretary, said that communica- 
tions had been received from the cofonial 
governments of Australia expressing a 
desire to be represented in the coming 
monetary conference. As the government 
had information that such a convention 
was to be held, he said, the question of 
arranging for colonial representation had 

arisen. 


CALLED ON THE SHERIFF 


For Protection Against the Riotous 
Strikers. . 


‘New York, April 4.—The men on strike 

at the Staten Island terra cotta and. lum- 
ber works, at Spa Springs, near Wood- 
bridge, N. J., showed signs of violence 
again this morning. Robert W. Lyle, act- 
ing under the receivers, gave out word 
yesterday that the men would be paid this 
morning. The money was not forthcoming 
and the men, who are mostly Hungarians, 
Slavs and Poles gathered about the place 
and refused to let atiy one go to work. 
Threats were made that they would kill 
the first man who entered the works. The 
attempt to raise $25,000, the amount nec- 
essary to pay the workmen in full, was un- 
successful. Because of increasing threats, 
Eacol and Record, lawyers, called on 
Sheriff Lewiss, of Middlesex county, for 
better protection. Twenty-five deputy 
sheriffs, armed with pistols and clubs, 
went to Spa Springs this moning. This 
made about one hundred deptties on the 
scene.

Restored the Old. Wages. 

Cleveland, O., April 4.—A little more than 
a year ago the Globe iron works made a 
cut of 10 per cent in wages. Yesterday no- 
tices were posted ‘n the works announc- 
ing a restoration to the old’ rate, The 
Cleveland Ship-building Company has 
reached an agreement with its employes 
and they are all back at work again. This 
summer will see a big improvement over 
conditions that existed a year ago, * 


Advancing Wages. 
Chester, Pa., April 4.—Notice was today 
posted in the mills of Wolfenden, Shore & 
Co., at Cardington, that 5 of the 10

There are several other 
manufacturers of the same line of goods, 
the weavers say, who have also been asked 
for an advance in wages, but delayed ar-

ORDER OF THE TRUST 


To Stop Handling Imported Sugars. 
Cause of the Action. 

Philadelphia, April 4—A stir was created 
among Philadelphia sugag® men today by an 
order issued by the sug@r trust, directing 
them to stop handling a® imported sugars. 
A number of brokers gay they will not 
materially be affected by the order, as 
they ordinarily handle but little of the im- 
ported product. The dealers who will suf- 
fer the most are importers and small job- 
bers and the firms wh@ trade in “Scotch 
yellows” brands. The latter brands, which 
are imported, undersell the lower domestic 
grades and are used largely by confection- 
ers. It is stated that about sixty thousand 
bags of Scotch yellows are imported an- 
nually. The order will be obeyed, it is 
said, for the reason that a disobedience 
would give the trust @n opportunity to 
crush recalcitrant objectors. 


Two Banks Piscea. 

Washington, April 4.—Gomptroller Eckels 
today closed up two bagks—the First Na- 
tional bank of Revena, Neb., and the First 
National bank, of Dublia, Tex. Bank Ex- 
aminer Howry was placed in charge of the 
former. and Bank Examiher Gannon of the 
latter bank. Both bank8 were small ones, 
each having a capital of $50,000. The Ra- 
vena, Neb., bank closed because of bad 
condition. The Dublin, Tex., bank because 
it has been endeavoring to liquidate its 
indebtedness since 1894 without success.

London, April 4.—The trial of the action 
of Oscar Wilde against the Marquis of 
Queensbury for libel was resumed today 
in the central criminal court, Old Bailey, 
with the complainant again in the witness 
box: 

Mr. Carson cross-examining, Wilde, in 
answer to a question by Carson, said he had 
been introduced to the man Wood:-by a man 
named Taylor. He had frequently visited 
Taylor’s house to attend afternoon tea par- 
ties. Taylor, he said, had a habit of burn- 
ing perfume in the room, but candles or 
Sas were not lighted. Upon every occa- 
sion of his visiting Taylor's house he had 
met a youth named Mavori, who had since 
disappeared. 

Wilde said he was aware that Taylor 
had since disappeared. Wilde said he was 
aware that Taylor had been arrested, but 
he did not know that Taylor made him- 
self notorious by his practice of introduc- 
ing young men to older ones. ‘Taylor, he 
admitted, however, had introduced him to 
five young men. None of these young men 
had any trade, profession or employment, 
as far as he knew. He had made them 
presents of money for the reason that they 
were poor. 

Wilde was questioned in, regard to his 
acquaintanceship with two brothers named 
Parker. He replied that he knew them 
and had dimed with them. He was not 
aware that one of them was a valet and 
the other a groom. Both of them were out 
of employment. He had given one of them 
Some money on the occasiun of his taking 
tea with him (Wilde) in the latter’s private 
rooms in St. James street. His behavior 
was in no way improper. When Taylor and 
one of the Parkers were arrested they 
were in womén’s clothes. They were 
chargd with felonious practice. 

Mr. Carson—When you read of Taylor's 
arrest did it make any difference in your 
friendship for him? 

Mr. Wilde—I was greatly distressed and 
aoe to him. His arrest did not affect my 
riendship. 

Mr. Carson's questions to Wilde were in 
the main pitiless and unprintable. It was 
neticed that-dusing Mr. Carson’s question: 
ing several namés were written upon slips 
of paper and handed up to the court. These 
Lames were not made public. 

Sir Edward Clarke then questioned the 
witness in redirect examination. He began 
by reading a number of letters written by 
the marquis of Queensbury to his son, Lord 
Alfred Douglas. in which the marquis con- 
demned hiss son fer his conduct with Wilde. 
He also read a letter written by the mar- 
quis reviling Lord Rosebury, Mr. Gladstone 
and the queen, because of the appointment 
of his son.to the peerage of Drumlanrig. 
In one of the letters the marquis declared 
that Lord Alfred Douglas was not his 
son. 

Mr. Carson, in opening the case for. the 
defense, declared that all that the marauis 
of Queensbury had done and said he stood 
by, withdrawing nothing. His sole object 
in all the steps he had taken was to save 
his son from the influence of Wilde, who, 
according to his own admissions, was a 
friend of a person who was known to be a 
procurer of boys for vicious purposes. 

Mr. Carson was terribly denunciatory 
of Wilde, who left the courtroom as soon 
as counsel for the defendant began to 
speak. 

The speech of Mr. Carson for the defense 
lasted until the court adjourned at 5 o’clock 
p. m., and was not finished at that time. 

During ithe course of his remarks, Mr. 
Carson alluded in complimentary terms to 
the course of Mr. Beerbohm Tree in for- 
warding to the plaintiff a copy of the anony- 
mous letter handed to the English actor, 
whereupon Justice Collins said: 

“There is no occasion to mention the 
name of Mr. Beerbohm Tree.”’ 

Mr. Carson in reply remarked: “Nor 
would I do so, my lord, had it not been 
that I received a cable message from Mr. 
Tree today asking that his connection with 
the case be fully explained.” 

“Every cne understands that Mr. Tree’s 
connection with the case is in every way 
honorable and praiseworthy,” said the jus- 
tice in conclusion. 

Mr. Wilde returned to the courtroom for 
a few minutes before the adjournment. 

Such was the interest in the proceedings 
today that the services of an extra force 
of police were required outside the Old 
Bailey in order to disperse the large crowds 
which assembled in the neighborhood ‘in 
order to see the principals in this notorious 
case. The audience was largely composed 
of lawyers and reporters. There were few 
notable personages present, 

After the noon recess, the crowd in the 
courtroom was larger than ever, and the 
hall and stairs leading to it were filled ten 
deep with well-dressed men, who were 
awaiting a chance to enter. 

Lord Alfred Douglas was present in court 
fer a short time during the morning, but 
he did not return in the afterroon. 

Most of the newspapers are printing the 
testimony in the suit almost verbatim, 
but the character of the testimony was 
euch today that The St. James Gazctte 
says: 

“The nature of the evidence and the 
whole circumstances of the case prove to 
be of such a character that. we cannot re- 
port it.” The Gazette adds: ‘‘The English 
public {s at the present moment involved in 
one of those orgies of indecency permitted 
by the operations of open law courts and 
an enterprising press.”’

And the Japanese Landed Their 
Troops in Makong Harbor. 
London, April 4.—A Central News ,dis- 
patch from Tokio says information has 
been received from the Pescadores that on 
March 29th the Japanese warship, Mat- 
susima, sounded the mouth of the Makong 
bay, No torpedoes were found and the 
transports landed their troops and stores 
in Makong harbor. The Chinese soldiers 
imprisoned there were sent to the main 
land in junks.

London, April 4—A Central News dis- 
patch from Shanghai says a correspondent 
of The Shanghai Mercury writes, under 
date of March 29th, stating that he had 
visited the battlefield at Tien Chwang Tai 
and found that the bodies of the Chinese 
dead had not been buried, but had been 
left as they fell and many of them had 
been destroyed by dogs. The place was 
wholly deserted. The Japanese have ¢€s- 
tablished a civil administration. 

Fired Upon the Flag of Truce. 

A dispatch from Tokio to’ the Central 
News says: 

“General Nodzu, reports from Hai Cheng 
that on April Ist he sent a Chinese mes- 
senger to the Chinese military front, noti- 
fying the commander of the armistice and 
requesting a meeting to arrange details. 
On April 2d he sent a Japamese messenger 
and trumpeter, requesting an answer from 
the Chinese commander within twenty-four 
hours. On April 3d, the messenger and 
trumpeter not having returned, Colonel 
Aoki, fearing foul play, started himself with 


a white flag and trumpeter toward the out- 


posts. The Chinese outposts began firing, 
when Colonel Aoki halted and signaled 
with his flag of truce. When he attempted 
to advance the Chinese renewed their firing, 
wounding the Japanese flagbearer and Col- 
onel Aoki was obliged to return. General 
Nodzu asks whether the Chinese envoy has 
informed the government at Peking of the 
armistice.”’ 


Their Losses Severe. 

Calcutta, April’ 4.—It is reported from 
Simla that the Chitral expedition sustain- 
ed losses more severe than was at first 
reported. Umra Khan is reported to have 
captured two British officers, Hundreds 
of natives are flocking to his standard, 
All of the reported casualties to the Brit- 
ish force refer to the second brigade.

TORTURED THE CHILD. 


Inhumanity of Parents in Jackson- 
ville, Fla. 

Jacksonville, Fla., April 4.—Edward and 
Mary Smith were committed to jail this 
morning to await the action of the grand 
jury on a charge of inhuman treatment of 
their little daughter, Beulah Smith.+ The 
charge was made by B. H. Chadwick, of 
the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children. The evidence was to the effect 
that two weeks ago Smith had cruelly 
beaten the little girl with a leather whip 
four feet long, and had then, at the sugges- 
tion of his wife, the mother of the child, 
lighted paper and stuck it to the child’s 
flesh, causing her to scream in agony. 
The father admitted all that was testified 
to against him, and he said that he did it 
to break’ the child from stealing.

A CRISIS IN CUBA. 


Spanish Troops Fail to Put Down 
the Insurrection. 


REBELS HAVE CONTINUED SUCCESSES 


More Leaders Land on the Island 
and Join the Army. 


FILIBUSTERS AT KEY WEST, FLORIDA 


They Are Said to Have’an Expedition 
About Ready to Leave,and the 
Spanish Consul Is W orried. 


New York, April 4.—A Herald Tampa, 
Fla., special says passengers from Havana 
bring the news that Puerto Padre is occu- 
pigd by insurgents. A business man of 
Hayana says that a Spanish general, with 
six hundred ‘trcops on board the steamer 
Mexico, attempted to land at Puerto Prin- 
cipe and was attacked by the insurgents. 
The Spanish forces retreated to the steamer 
and were landed instead at Gibara. They 
are operating in that vicinity now. 

It is officially announced in Cuba that 
General Martirez Campos will land with 
10,000 marines in Santiago de Cuba about 
April 15th. It is expected he will lead a 
vigorous campaign the moment he touches 
Cuba. 

Every revolutionist who has arrived from 
Bayamo says the insurgents under Amer- 
dor Gueriar occupiel Manzillo two days 
after the victory at Campachuela and that 
a heavy battle was reported some days 
ago at Bayamo. 

Colonel Arcos, who led 360 Spanish sol- 
diers, and four of his officers were taken 
prisoners by Guilleimon Moncada. They 
are still held prisoners of war. 

News that insurgent forces in Puerto 
Principe are growing is confirmed and 
their leaders are said to be Marquis de ia 
Santa Lucia and Senor Mola, of Camarquey. 


QUESADA AT JACKSONVILLE. 


A Mass Meeting To Express Sympathy 
with the Cubans. 

Jacksonville, Fla., April 4.—Gonzales de 
Quesada, who is now the head of the 
Cuban party in this country since General 
Marti’s departure, accompanied hy Colonel 
Fernando Figueredo and Dr. Fermi Valdeo 
Dominguez, arrived here from Tampa this 
morning. They were met at the depot by 
the reception committee, consisting of R. 
J. Martinez, E. M. Delgado and J. P. Can- 
cio, whose guests they are while here. 

Tonight a mass meeting was held at 
Metropolitan hall to express sympathy with 
the Cubans in their effort to throw off 
Spain’s yoke. There were fully 800 people 
present, including the most prominent busi- 
ness men of the .city. Among those present 
were United States District Attorney Clark, 
United States Marshal McKay, Postmaster 
H. W. Clark, Mayor D. U. Fletcher, City 
Attorney Barrs and Jvtdge Gibson, of the 
city court. 

Quesada hints that Maceo and his party 
were landed from the steamer Ethelred, 
which was fired upon by a Spanish vessel 
a day or two ago. 

Quesada seems confident the revolution 
will succeed. He said: “The only difficulty 
we have is to get our ships out of this 
country. If we clear the coast of this coun- 
try we will do the rest. This talk about 
Spanish war ships patrolling the coast of 
Cuba is all buncombe, sent out by the 
Spanish authorities to bulldoze the patriots 
and their allies. The steamer Mascotte, a 
week or so ago, made a trip to Jamaica 
and then skirted the entire island of Cuba, 
and how many Spanish warships do you 
think she encountered? Not one. Not a 
single warship.’’ 


LANDED IN CUBA. 


Leaders of the Last Revolatton Suc- 
ceed in Landing. 

Tampa, Fla., April 4.—The following tele- 
gram was received here today by Ramon 
Rivero, editor of Cuba, from Enrique Tru- 
jillo: 

“New York, April 4—Antonio and Jose 
Maceo, Flor Crombet, Cebreceo, Corono and 
eighteen men landed happily if Cuba.” 

The five first named were distinguished 
military leaders of the last revolution and 
three of them have been exiles ever since. 

The explanation given by the Spanish 
government of the conduct of her cruiser 
in firing on the Allianca was that General 
Maceo, who had just landed with a party, 
was on board. 

The Cuban leaders here assert that the 
patriots made a demonstration at Puerto 
del Padre for the purpose of attracting 
Spanish troops so that the landing of the 
party might be successful, 

Filibusters Ready to Sail. 

New York, April 4.—A Herald special 
from Key West, Fla., says: “Cuban af- 
fairs at this point are ‘evidently reaching 
a crisis. An important move may be look- 
ed for soon. Judging from the activity dis- 
played by Cuban leaders, indications point 
to an expediticn ready to sail at any mo- 
ment. The resident Spanish consul visiied 
various federal officers yesterday and also 
had a conference with the commander of 
the revenue steamer McLane. The consul 
appeared worried over the information re=- 
ceived of the moverents of filibusters and 
expressed annoyance that the McLane will 
sail for Tampa today. 

“It is’ stated on the best authority that 
the consul verbally requested the captain 
of the McLane to remain at least three 
days longer, as he had information to the 
effect that an expedition was organizing 
in this vicinity. The consul also telegraph- 
ed his government, but the McLane will 
leave for Tampa today unless instructions

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ANOTHER 70 BE SOLD 


The Macon and Birmingham Is Booked 
for the Block in May. 


A POSTPONEMENT MAY BE ASKED 


Some Creditors Think That the Property 
W ould Sell Better Next Fall—Some 
Rapid Registering in Macon. 


. 


Macon, Ga., April 4.—(Special.)}—The next 
railroad to be sold in this city at public 
outcry is the Macon ahd Birmingham, the 
third and last of the Georgia Southern and 
Florida’s properties. The Macon and At- 
lanta was the first to be soldi; This was 
bought in at $510,000 by Colonel John R. 
Young, of Savannah, and his associates. 
The next to go was the Georgia Southern 
and Florida, which sold on last Tuesday 
for $3,000,000. The Macon and Birmingham 
is dated for sale by special Commissioner 
Isaac Hardeman on the first Tuesday in 
May. There is no upset price. The success- 
ful bidder will be required to pay $25,000 
cash within one hour after the property 
is knocked down to him, and $75,000 within” 
twenty-four hours after the confirmation 
either in cash or outstanding bonds and 
overdue coupons of said riilroad company. 
The Macon and Birmingham is in active 
operation from this city to LaGrange and 
is 97 2-10 miles in length; and is projected 
from LaGrange to the Alabama line, and 
thence to Birmingham. There are $1,940,000 
bonds om the road, on which the interest 
has not been paid in several years. 

The rolling stock purchased from the 
United States Rolling Stock Company by 
the Macon and Birmingham, about 490 
freight cars in number, will be sold at the 
same time, and along with the Macon and 
Birmingham road for cash and to be paid 
on the day of sale; which amount of 
cash is estimated to be about $164,128 and 
will be in addition to any amount of cash 
heretofore referred to. So it will be seen 
that the buyer of the Macon and Birming- 
ham road will have to pay in spot cash on 
the day of sale nearly $200,000, which is 
$150,000 more than was required from the 
Georgia Southern and Florida when the 
road sold last Tuesday. It is said that at 
the April term of Bibb superior court, 
which convenes on April 15th, a formal 
application may be presented to the court 
for a postponement of the sale of 
the Macon and Birmingham until next fall 
for the reason that a better price may 
then be obtained than now. 

There is about $20,000 tax due to the dif- 
ferent counties by the Macon and Birming- 
ham road; and repairs will have to be 
made on the property all of which, as well 
as other things will have to be considered ‘ 
im’ deciding the question of a postpone- 
ment of the sale. 

About Confirmation. 


If the sale of the Georgia Southern is 
confirmed,, how long will it be before the 
receiver is dismissed, and will Receiver 
Sparks hold any position in the reorgani- 
zation of the property and election of offi- 
cers? There is an impression with some 
that Mr. Sparks will be made the president 
of the new company and then again others 
say the president will be a Baltimore man. 
If confirmation of the sale is fought, the 
receivership may continue for some time. 
If confirmation is not opposed, the re- 
ceiver may be retired very soon. 

Late in Registering. 
The city got into a flurry late this after- 
noon on the subject of registration for the 
*« county commissioners’ special election and 
«Commenced zoing in a steady stream te 
the tax collector’s office to register. The 
registration continued until a late hour 
tonight. Not until today had any one 
registered and the sudden movement is due 
to the fact that it is understood that the 
special election to be had on April 24th 
must be according to the law passed at 
the last session of the legislature. This 
law requires registration books to be closed 
twenty days before the election and this 
was, therefore, the last day in which to 
register. If the new law applies to this 
special election, a very small vote will be 
polled, as people did not know they would 
have to register. The election cannot be 
postponed for, under the law, the election 
' has to be held nin thirty dzys after the 
vacancy was first created. The county 
registrars are: C. B. Willingham and T. 
D. Tinsley, representing the democrats, and 
William Lowe, representing the populists. 
In order to be eligible to vcte, a citizen 
must have paid all taxes due since 1877, 
inclading those of last year. 
A Postmaster Short. 

This afternoon Deputy United States Mar- 
shal J. C. Thomas arrived here, having in 
custody J. Tom White, the postmaster at 
Dexter, Laurens county, charged with a 
shcrtage of $600 in his money order depart- 
ment. Th: warrant against White was 
sworn out yesterday at Macon by Pvost- 
office Inspector Bulla, and Deputy Thomas 
left last iight to serve it. He reached 
Dexter this morning and found White. The 
latter made no resistance tto arrest and 
willingly consented to come to Macon. He 
waives preliminary trial and was required 
to give bond in the sum of $700. He could 
not give bond tonight, but was not locked 
up, and was taken to the home of one of 
the officers. He will give bond tomorrow. 
It is understood that White admits having 
used the money, but did not do so with the 
intention to defraua and thought that he 
could readily replace it when necessary.

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SHOT FOR A BURGLAR 


Professor Reynolds, of Milledgeville, 
Kiils a Man by Mistake. 


PAT SHEA GOT ON HIS PRONT PORCH 


Shea Was Probably Drurk and Had No 
Idea of Burglarizingthe House -Pro- 
nounced Justifiable Homicide. 


* 
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Milledgeville, Ga., April 4,—(Special.)— 
Professor W. E. Reynolds, of the Middle 
Georgia Military. and Agricultural college, 
shot and killed Pat Shea, who was standing 
on his front porch, at 11:45 o'clock last 
night. 

Professor Reynolds says he was writing 
until about 11 o’slock, when he went into 
his bedrocm to make a fire and read a while 
before retiring. While in there he head 
a noise on the front porch. He went to the 
window and looked out, but could see no 
one, Concluding that he was mistaken, he 
went back. His wife told him that it must 
have been Mr. Case’s dog, which slept on 
the porch there nearly every night. After 
Professor Reynolds had returned to his 
receding five minutes, he heard the noise 
again, and this time he went to the front 
door and looked‘ out the side lights, but at 
first could see no one. Turning partly 
round, he looked again and saw a man 
standing near the door. 

Professor Reynolds then went upstairs 
and woke his two boys, telling them to 
get up and dress and for one of thei to 
load the gtn. Eben, Professor Reynolds’s 
elder son, got up and found only one 
shell. Professor Reynolds and his son then 
went downstairs and opened the front door, 
but did not see any one for a few seconds. 
Then the man stepped from the shadow of 
a post. 

Eben Reynolds said: ‘Look out. 
going to shoot you.”’ sd 

Prefessor Reynolds faised his gun and 
fired. The man did not fall, but stood 
there. As Professor Reynolds had only 
one shell, he went in. the house and closed 
the front door behind him. He told one 
of his boys to get his pistol. His son told 
him there were no cartridges and that he 
would go for a policeman. They then 
heard ‘the man fall and they started for a 
policeman. They went by Mr. Armstrong’s 
and woke him, and while there the night- 
watchman, who heard. the shot, came up. 
Professor Reynolds, his boys and the night- 
watchman went back. When they reached 
the house a light was brought out and the 
nightwatchman recognized Pat Shea, who 
was then dead. 

The body was moved to the livery stable 
of Pound & Walker, and from there to 
Mrs. T. W. Tuttle's, a relative of the de- 
ceased. It is reported that Shea was in 
an intoxicated condition. 

The coroner’s inquest was held: this 
morning and the jury returned a verdict of 
justifiable homicide. 

The remains will be carried to Jewells, 
Ga., the home of Shea’s father, and buried 
at the family burying grounds. 
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VISITED SPARTANBURG’S MILLS. 


New England Mill Men Spend a Day 
Very Profitably. 

Spartanburg, S. ¢., April 4.—The Massa- 
chusetts mill committee today visited and 
inspected three of the largest mills in 
South Carolina. They say that the south 
is not only a competitor of the New Eng- 
land manufacturers in certain lines, but 
that southern mill developments are 
steadily going on. In almost every place 
they visited additions to present plants 
were being made, showing the confidence of 
the owners in the enterprises. The com- 
mittee came to the south with a view of 
seeing what was to be seen and not on a 
mere pleasure jaunt. No. time was lost in 
unnecessary sight-seeing or frolicking, but 
the entire day has been spent in an active 
canvass of the mill situation, demonstrated 
in the larger mills of a southern state 
which has distinctively large and success- 
ful cotton mills. Most of the committee 
had not previously made a personal visit 
to the mill district of South Carolina and 
were surprised at the development of the 
last few years. 

The Seaboard Air-Line had charge of the 
committee until Charlotte was reached, 
when it was turned over to the Southern, 
who will turn it back to the Seaboard Fri- 
day night at Charlotte. The railroad men 
are doing everything possible for the con- 
venience of the party and just now Messrs. 
Turk, Culp and Drake are doing everything 
in the finest manner possible, August 
Kohn, a special correspondent of The News 
and Courier, joined the party today for 
his paper and the Southern Press Associa- 
tion. 

When it is suggested that Mr. Tompkins, 
for the committee, has already received 
over 100 invitations to visit various points, 
it will be appreciated that no little im- 
portance is attached to their movements. 
Invitations S®sr*visits have come all the 
way from’ Birmingham, Ala. They have 
come from Atianta, Columbus and Macon 
in Georgia; from Rock Hill, Blacksburg 
and Columbia in South Caroiina; from 
Rockingham, Weldon, Durham, Shelby, 
Mount Holly, Moncure, Raleigh, Lincoln- 
‘ton, Wilmington and a score of other 
towns.in North Carolina. Of course it is a 
physical impossibility for the committee 
to visit all the places that have solicitea 
visits but from the present outlook the 
following itinerary will have to “be closely 
followed: 

Leave Pacolet Thursday afternoon for 
Asheville; leave Asheville Friday noon. 
arrive Clifton Friday at 4 p. m.; leave Clif- 
ton Friday at 6 p. m., arrive at Charlotte 
a at 9 p. m.; leave Charlotte via the 
Seaboard Air-Line Friday at 9 p. m., arrive 
Columbia Saturday at 8 a. m.: leave Colum- 
bia via the Southern railway Saturday 
noon for Augusta; leave Augusta Sunday 
at 8 a. m. via Port’ Royal and Western 
Carolina and Greenwood, arriving at Mon- 
cure Sunday night, sleep at Moncure, visit 
Lockville Shoals Monday morning, at 
Raleigh from 10:30 to 12:30 Monday, at 
Weldon from 4 p. m, to 6 a. m. Monday, 
Portsmouth Monday night. 

The party is due to arrive at Asheville 
at 11:30 o’clock tonight. Everything so far 
has run smoothly and pleasantly. The 
committee today visited three of the 
largest mills in this state, and for that 
matter in the south. Pelzer mills, at 
Pelzer, 8S. C., were first inspected and 
every courtesy extended through President 
BE. A. Smythe. Pelzer, when the third 
mill is completed,.will have 110,000 spindles, 
making the largest mill in the south. 

The Massachusetts committee were par- 
ticularly struck with Captain Smythe’s plan 
of transmitting the electric power to his 
rew mill by a circuit about two miles long. 

The Edmoht mills, one of the largest and 
best in the country, operating fifty thou- 
sand spindles, was next visited and Presi- 
dent James L. Orr gave the committee 
every possible facility. 

From Piedmont the committee went via 
Spartanburg to the Pacolet mills. At Paco- 
let Captain Montgomery has a splendid 
plant and took great pleasure in showing 
everything. His miits at Pacolet run 52,924 
spindles and 1,946 looms. The committee- 
men do not have very much time, but are 
making a close, thoroug% and business-like 
examination. They are taking careful notes 
of what they see and hear as well as of 
the data which is cheerfully given them by 
mill men. 

Talking of the vicit and of what he has 
already seen in this state and North Caro- 
lina, Mr. Lovering, who is chairman of 


the party, said to The News and Courter | 


correspordent that the committee was very 
much pleased with the attention that has 
been shown it and was flattered with 
the number of invitations that had been 
received from enterprising southern towns. 
This, he said, impressed the committee with 
the business spirit manifested in the cotton 
mills, some that would compare most fa- 
vorably with any eastern mills. He went 
on to say that the committee was also im- 
pressed with the earnestness with which 
the entire people were working up fhe sub- 
ject of cotton spinning in the south. He 
said that he found the wages here to be 
less than they were in the east, and be 
admitted his surprise at the good appear- 
ance and striking character of the people 
employed in the cotton mills. The people 
employed, he went on to say, seemed to 
him to have a very wholesome and respect- 
able appearance and work with activity and 


diligence. 


The committee has already visited and 
examined all of the cotton mills here, to- 
gether with those at Henrietta, Pelzer, 
and Piedmort, and the water power at 
High Shoals. Other mills will be taken as 
the trip progresses. Of course, it is en- 
tirely problematical as to what will result 
from this visit of active and wide-awake 
snill men, but it is safe to say that the 
New England mill interests have: realized 
the importance of the southern industry 
and after a vareful investigation some of 
their capital will be allowed to come south 
end join that which is already making con- 
siderable money in the mills of the south,

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TO TEST THE LAW. 


Governor Carr Holds That the Sill 
Was Not Properly Passed. 

Raleigh, N. C., April 4.—(Special.)—Gov- 
ernor Carr sends tomorrow to the attorney 
general the first official communication re- 
garding the mortgage law. It is as fol-. 
lows: 

“I wish you to investigate the question 
whether a proceeding cannot be instituted 
by you 4n behalf of the state against the 
secretary of state aS a nominal defendant, 
to restrain him from furnishing for publi- 
cation the act known as ‘an act to regulate 
assignments, and other consignments of 
like nature in North Carolina,’ until it 
could be determined whether it passed the 
legislature and whether its enrollment was 
procured by -fraud and forgery. 

“It has been suggested to me that you, as 
the attorney general, might institute a pro- 
ceeding to go behind the- ratification by all 
engaged in fraud and establish the fact be- 
fore the court that none of the acts essen- 
tial to its. validity as a law were in fact 
performed except the enrollment and rati- 
fication. 

“In Scarborough vs. Robinson the want 
of ratification was déclared a fatal defect. 

‘‘Why should the more important matter 
of failing to pass a bill through either 
house not be sufficient to show its want of 
validity? No matter how the courts may 
construe the law, it should not be enforced 
under any conceivable construction if it 
is not in fact the law but has been forced 
upon the people by fraud and forgery. In 
order to satisfy the pyblic of the readiness 
of the executive department to promptly 
lend its aid in relieving them from the 
consequences of this and other - iniquitous 
legislation that ought to be inquired ‘into, 
I request you to give me an answer today.

GENERAL COGSWELL. A REPUSLICAN 


Talks on the Suilding Up of the In- 
dustrial South, 


Qatar 


AND MR STEVENS, A DEMOCRAT 


Insists That the Wilson Bill Is the Best 
Protective Tariff the Country 
Has Ever Had. 


“Yes, I am the man that burned Atlan- 
ta,"" said General Cogswell, the popular 
Massachusetts congressman, who was sur- 
rounded by a party of gentlemen, among 
whom were President Collier, of the ex- 
position company, Mr. Clark Howell and 
others. 

“I was- left in command of the city by 
General Sherman when he swung out on 
his march to the sea and one of my duties 
was to burn up the town. Of course, we 
did not touch the residences, but the rail- 
road shops, the factories, the public build- 
ings and everything which might have 
been of benefit to the confederates in 
case of reoccupation. Returning twenty- 
five years later,.I have been astounded 
with the magnificent city which has been 
built up on the ash heaps of 1864. It shows 
a progressive Americanism of which the 
whole country should be proud.” 

In the Antilles. 

General Cogswell, whose aid as a mem. 
ber of the congressional committee on 
appripriaitions, broke the tie vote and 
gave the Atlanta exposition its appropria- 
tion of $200,000, was forced by ill health 
to sgend the winter in Jamaica. He is 
accompanied by Hon, M. T. Stevens, of 
North Andover, Mass. 

“The people in Jamaica,’’ said General 
Cogswell, “are terribly overtaxed, as are 
all the West India islands. A carriage 
driver, for SEY og pays a tax of $27 a 
year, When such rates prevail on an 
island under English rule, it is unneces- 
sary to inquire about those under Spanish 
rule. One sugar planter in Cuba was 
visited by the assessors and gave in 2,000 
barrels of sugar as his product. The of- 
ficers, however, assessed him for 6,000, 
saying that he should have made that 
much. {f{ stopped a few days in Havana. 
There is no doubt that the revolutionists 
have the authorities sorely pressed, The 
Spaniards assumed a careless tone when 
speaking about the revolution, but the 
arrival of fresh troops, the movements 
in the imterior, the demoralization: of all 
business, even inthe city of Havana, 
prove that the entire island is convulsed 
by the throes of active revolution. .The 
fresh Spanish troops are dying by hun- 
Greds, which will be increased to thousands 
as soon as the yellow feVer begins its 
work. I do not favor the annexation of 
Cuba, but believe that every one of the 
West India islands should be independent 
under our protection. While we should 
not own Cuba, neither should any other 
power. The occupation of the Hawaiian 
islands, 1 would fay@r, because they com- 
mand the Pacific ocean and their use as 
a coaling station would justify their oc- 
cupation by the United States. 

Coming to the South. 

“I do not agree with some views recently 
expressed by Senator Aldrich, in which he 
decries the cotton factory movement to- 
wards the south. There is such a move. 
ment, and it is immediate. There are 
advantages in the south which cannot 
fail to attract the attention of investors. 
If cotton mills may exist at all in the 
south, why not in large as well as small 
numbers? Naturally, there is no immediate 
prospect of the finer grades of cotton man- 
ufacture in the south, ag that is the devel- 
opment of growth. A mill that starts in 
the first stage, if correctly managed, will, 
in proper time, take the second, and then 
the third. No one looks for the roof of 
a house to be built in advance of the 
house itself. This developemnt of southern 
factories, which is only a question of 
time, will not affect the existing mills in 
MasSachusetts, They will move upon 
parallel lines. -The tendency in the south 
seems to be to have the mills scattered 
all over the country. It is an economic 
fact that successful cotton manufacturing 
plants must be localized, as in Lowell or 
Fall River. in that localization the fric- 
tion of competition, both in mill and opera- 
tive, produces the best material and devel- 
opes the expert workman. The scattering 
policy, I believe, does best for woolen 
mills, but experience has proven the re- 
verse true of southern mills. It may be 
that out of the many southern competi- 
tors for cotton manufacturing in the south 
two or three of the most prominent 
sites will attract the business, and that 
by natural gravitation the other mills 
will draw near. You have already the 
beginning of such centers in Augusta and 
Columbus.” Bibs: 

A Home Policy. 

“There is room for the fullest possible 
development of cotton manufacturing, and 
all other kinds of manufacturing, if you 
will awake to the fact that your best mar- 
ket is right here at home, I want to 
buy nothing abroad that an American 
can make—a policy which is the jibes 
of national self-interest. Our interest is 
in building up the welfare of our own peo- 
ple, and not in supplying trade to the 
workmen of England or France, I am 
much more interested in hearing of suc- 
cessful business in Atlanta than in Liver- 
pool, and I would rather lose money in 
the éffort to see the workingmen of the 
United States fully occupied than gain it 
by seeing them idle and their work trans- 
ferred to the shops of Manchester, Paris 
or Cologne. We should: not be looking 
afar off to strangers for something cheap 
at the expense of our own idle workmen. 
I do not care what name you call it—pro. 
tection or otherwise—and I do not care 
what party adopts it—republican or demo- 
cratic--the only thing I am interested in 
is that it gives employment to an Ameri- 
can laborer rather than to those of France, 
England or Germany. ' 

‘‘The south is the coming section of the 
union. The movement of capital and in- 
vestment—bitherto bourd solely to the. 
west, is now toward the south—whither 
it is drawn by forces that cannot be stay- 
ed. The railroads, mills and public enter- 
prises already here do not give even a 
suggestion of that stream which is yet tr 
flood the country.”

The talk about getting pro- 
tection from republican rule would lead 
those who did not know better to think 
that the Wilson bill was not @ protection 
measure, when the fact is that it is the 
best protection bill *the manufacturers 
have ever had. It is so perfect a protec- 
tion bill that not in my Jifetime will the 
republicans move to change it in any 
material way.’’

Bx-Governor Hubbard's Eloquent Lecture | 


at the Grand Last Night. 
INTRODUCED BY EX-GOVERNOR NORTHEN 


A Tribute to Atlante and the Home of His 
Boyhood-—Japan and the Japs—The 
Voyage Across the Pacific. 


“The Land of the Morning,” as the Japs 
call their tgautiful country on the other 
side of the Pacitic, furnished a subject for 
one of the most delightful lectures of the 
season from ex-Governor Richard B, Hub« 
bard, «f Texas, at the Grand opera house 
last night. | 

It was a rare treat to the cultured audi-: 
ence and from the opening sentence of 
the brilliant lecture to its last applauded 
echo, the audience sat spellbound as the 
music of the speaker’s voice measured itself 
in words of eloquence and beauty. It was 
évident that Governor Hubbard, in spite

of the long* years that separated 
him and the time whén he left the state 
a beardless youth, felt perfectly at home 
upon his native heath. 

If there was any doubt on this score it 
was banished by the speaker’s own assur- 
ance, who began his speech with a tender 
allusion to the home of his boyhood. 

Governor Northen’s Introduction. 

Seated on the stage with ex-Governor 
Hubbard were ex-Governor William J, 
Northen, Mayor Porter King, Rev, A. T. 
Spalding, D. D., and Mr. Walter G. Cooper, 
of the exposition. 

Dr. Spalding was a classmate of ex-Gov- 
ernor Hubbard at Mercer university when 
that institution was located at Penfield. 
He and the ex-governor are, in all proba- 
bility, the only’ two surviving members of 
the class. 

Ex-Governor Northen was also in college 
at the time, though not a classmate of Gov- 
ernor Hubbard. In presenting to the audi- 
ence the friend of his boyhood, he paid a 
glowing tribute to his career at the bar 
and in public life. He referred to his mis- 
sion ito the orient, being the American 
minister to Japan under President Cleve- 
land’s first administration, and his talents 
as an orator would no doubt charm and 
electrify his hearers. Ex-Governor Hub- 
bard was greeted with loud applause’ as 
he stepped to the front of the platform. 

A Tribute to His Old Home. 

Fashioned in the prodigality of nature, 
with a pair of broad shoulders surmounted 
by a fine head, he seemed to be every inch 
the orator foreshadowed by his reputation. 

The speaker began by saying that he felt 
like the Scotch McGregor in coming back 
to his old home in Georgia and standing 
again on his native heath. Though he had 
cast his lot in a distant state, his heart 
was still warm in its devotion to the old 
hillsides of Georgia. 

Recalling his first acquaintance with. At- 
lanta in the early fifties, he said he could 
remember when it was only a mere village 
with hardly a thousand inhabitants. ‘He 
was proud of the record of her growth from 
a little unknown Georgia town to the splen- 
did metropolis of the new south. He pre- 
dicted for Atlanta a splendid future and 
believed that her population in ten years 
would reach 250,000. 

He based his observations of the city’s 
wonderful growth upon the name that 
Atlanta had already acquired in the world 
as well as from what he had seen in driv- 
ing over the city with Governor Northern 


and Dr. Spalding. 
The Land of the Jap. 


Touching upon thé subject of his lecture | 


Governor Hubbard declared that during 
the next five years the little Jap would 
make a name for himself that would be the 
synonym of respect in gvery part of the 
world. 

He described his voyage across the Pa- 
cific, giving as a piece of interesting infor- 
mation the fact that no good vessel has ever 
been destroyed by the violence of the winds 
or the waves, In spite of this record of tran- 
quil voyages, however, the ship in which 


he sailed as the American minister to the 


port of Japan, met with a fatal accident on 
nearing the shores of that country.. It struck 


against an unknown rock and the passen- 


gers were saved only by the timely aid of 
the Japs, who hurtfied to their rescue. On 
account of his dignity of rank he and his 
family were the first passengers on ship- 


board who were rescued. 


A number of missidénaries were on board 
and it was a peculiar circumstance that the 
very people whose souls they had crossed 
the ocean to save rushed out into the water 
for the purpose of rescuing them from a 
watery grave, He was surprised to find how 
familiar th® Japs were with American 
affairs. They greeted him with the music of 
the “Star Spangled, Banner,” and flooded 
him with their familiarity with southern 
history. They knéw the cause of the war 
and the names of all the great leaders on 
both sides of the great conflict. 

The speaker explained that he wag the 
first minister from the south who had been 
to Japan in forty years. His southern pre- 
decessor was Hon, Join B. Ward, of Sa- 
vannah. 

Governor Hubbard explained the home life 
of the Japa ahd enumerated their character- 
istics as he was permitted to observe them 


during his residence in that country. He 


paid a marked tribute to their culture, inte)- 
ligence and patriotism and declared that 
much of the future life of Asia would be 
colored by the people.of this little island 
kingdom. He discussed the growth of civili- 
gation ané Ciiristianity in Japan and i)- 
lustrated his lecture with delightful bits of 
personal adventure. It was one of the most 
charming and instructive lectures on this

He Comes To Atlanta in Behalf of the 
Christian Alliance, 


ONE OF THE MOVEMENTS OF THE AGE” 


SS 


A Conventien To Be Held in the First 
Methodist Church Beginning 
Tomor row Nigbt. 


An event of deep interest to the religious 
mople of this city ts the approaching con- 
vention of the Christian Alliance to be 
held at the First Methodist church, begin- 
ning at 8 o’clock tomorrow evening, and 
continuing for three days. 

A brief sketch of this organization and 
especially of its founder, Rev. Albert B. 
Simpson, is here given, aS many, already 
interested, are not familiar with the facts. 

Mr. Simpsen belongs to that sturdy 
Scotch stock which has furnished the world 
with many of its strongest cRNaracters both 
in church.and state. He was baptized by 
Rev. John Giddis, the well-known mis- 
sicnary, of whom it is said: “When he 
went to the island of Aneiystum there were 
no Christians, and when he left there were 
no heathens.”’ 

The martles of this holy man seem to 
have overshadowed the young disciple, who 
became himself a preacher of the gospel 
and in charge of a congregation before he. 
was fairly of age. Intense application had 
already undermined a physique at once 
frail and highly organizéd, and when, in 
after years, he entered upon the pastorate 


of a Presbyterian church in Louisville, Ky., 
he was almost an invalid. But his zém™m 
knew no céssation, and the — inter life 
constantly deepened. Realizing that there 
was a larger sphere of usefulness, and in the 
hopes of finding a congregation which 
would sympathize in his conviction that 
the gospel should be preached to ‘“‘free 
seats” and “the rich and the poor meet to- 
gether’ in the service of their common 
savior, he accepted a call to the Thir- 
teenth street Presbyterian church of New 
York city. But he found the pressure of 
econventionalism, and after pleading in 
vain for seven years that the church 
doors might be opened to the starving 
“masses, he took the first step which, it is 
proverbially said, ‘‘costs.”’ 

The “Christian Alliance’? was formed, 
having for its object the “evangelization 
of the world in this century.’’ Missions. 
foreign and home, is its raisondictre, 
and although not yet over ten 
years old, there are in this field, under its 
aupices, here and abroad, over 500 active 
laborers for the Lord! The alliance is strict- 
ly. undenominational, or rather, more prop- 
erly speaking, interdenominational, its 
officers being respectively Presbyterian, 
Episcopalian, Baptist and Methodist. A 
clergyman of each denomination is officially 
connected with the tabernacle and lead the 
daily and weekly services, which are at- 
tended by crowded congregations. 

The principles of the Christian Alliance 
are embodied in what is known as the 
transfold gospel, viz: ‘“‘Christ is our savior, 
sanctifieer, healer and coming king.”’ 

It is said that Mr. Simpson labored often 
eighteen hours out of the twenty-four, for 
besides the cares of their immense organiza- 
tion, he writes many books, publishing at 
the rate of two or more each year, Recently 
he made a tour of over 15,000 miles inspect- 
ing the alliance missions in Jerusalem, 
India, China and Japan, and never lost an 
hour from indisposition of any kind. There 
are few more gifted preachers, and his elo- 
quence is often overpowering. 

Rev. Stephen Merritt, who accompanies 
Mr. Simpson on this tour, is a Methodist 
minister, sometime associated with the Jane 
street church in New York. He is also an 
active business man and his establishment 
on Eighth avenue, near Twenty-first street, 
is flanked on one side by a mission in which 
the souls and bodies of poor tramps are 
ministered to daily. Baths and food are 
provided, and Mrs, Merritt preaches to them 
on each. cold winter. morning before 6 
o'clock. To see this genial, sunny-faced man 
with his overflowing love to all humanity, 
standing before the mass of sin and sor- 
row in the place his own labor has helped 
to make comfortable, and giving them the 
bread of life after he has provided bread for 
their wretched bodies, is a sight never to be 
forgotten. 

These are the men who will preach to 
the people of Atlanta, teaching them les- 
sons of practical charity as well as opening 
the treasure house of spiritual matter and 
the secret of real happiness. It may be 
mentioned that many of the most distin- 
guished ministers and evangelists workers 
are members of the alliance. Among them 
Rev, Arthur T, Preston (called to fill Spur- 
geon’s church at his death), Rev, A. J. 
Gordon, recently deceased in Boston; Rev. 
F. B. Meyer, of London; Mr. Torrey, who 
presides over the Moody institute in Chi- 
cago; Mr. Crittenton, founder of the 
Florence Crittenton mission; beth 
the Hadleys, Rev. Kenneth Mac- 
kenzie, formerly of Holy Trinity church 
of New York; Rev. Henry Wilson, formerly 
of St. George’s church, and many’ of the 
leading women in social reform, Mrs. Van 
Comstandt Field, Mrs, Bishop and Miss 
Frances Willard.

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10 HEAD THE HOBOS 


Big Plans for Patrolling the Exposiion 
Beginning To Take Shape. 


BROYLES COMMITTEE RESUSCITATED 


They Met with Chief Connolly Yesterday 
Morning and Talked Over Affairs 
with Him. 


. Plans for the exposition in the matter of 
police protection are taking definite shape. 

It will be one of the most important feat- 
ures of the big show and already the com- 
missioners are scratching their heads and 
thinking over it seriously. 

A committee of councilmen were seatcd 
in the office of Chief Connolly yesterday 
morning. Councilman Nelms was stretched 
out on the big leather lounge; Councilman 
Broyles sat cross-legged in a comfortable 
chair puffing away between sentences on a 
large cigar, while Alderman Tolbert, Coun- 
cilmen Inman and Welch were scattered 
about the room, It was the Broyles investi- 
gating committee resuscitated for the pur- 
pose of consulting with Judge Andy Calhoun 
concerning the affairs of the recorder’s court 
and with Chief Connolly about police af- 
fairs generally. 

An informal discussion concerning the 
finances of the department and the plans 
for patrol duty during the exposition came 
up. As most of the finance committee were 
there the councilmen showed much interest 
in the discussion and talked enthusiasti- 
cally, 

The deficiency in the annual appropriation 
was pointed out to them by the chief and 
the fact that according to the regular ex- 
penditure, the exposition not considered, 
the department would be in debt to the 
amount of $2,000 at the end of the year if 
the appropriation was not increased was 
called to their attention. 

“That is a -pretty queer state.” said 
Councilman Broyles, ‘‘That will be arranged 
all right, though, I suppose at the June 
apportioument,’’ 

One of the committee asked the chief in 
regard to his plans for taking care of the 
hordes of hobos who would congregate and 
were congregating as the time for the open- 
ing of the exposition advanced. 

“T’ve thought of that a good deal,” replied 
the chief. “It will necessitate, of ,course, a 
large increase in the force. The city force 
will have to be added to greatly, I have 
thought that a force of fifty men divided 
into two watches with two sergeants and 
one captain will be sufficient. This is for 
patroling the grounds simply. The most im- 
portant feature will be the detectives who 
will have to mingle with the crowds and 
look out for the sharpers and pickpockets.” 

A Good Plan Is This. 

Chief Connolly then outlined the scheme 
he had in mind. “There will be, as all of 
you. Know,’’ he-said, “a great influx of 
Sharpers and crooks from all parts of the 
world. They have already begun to gather 
The advance guard is here and we have our 
eyes on them, To take care of these fellows 
I think it would be well to have experienced 
men to come to Atlanta from all the large 
cities, With this corps of well-trained offi- 
cers and the local force the visitors would 
be well protected, 

“These officers will be familiar with the 
Sharpers in their various sections and the 


him. This plan was practiced at the world’s 
fair and it operated admirably. I think 
that there will be no trouble in getting them 
and getting them cheaply.”’ 

All of the councilmen agreed that it was a 
great idea and expressed themselves in fa- 
vor of it, The committee transacted no for- 
mal buginess at police headquarters. They 
waited in Chief Connolly’s office for some 
time for Recorder Calhoun, but it was im- 
possible for the judge to come and they 
left. 

He Goes to Washington. 

Chief Connolly will go to Washington 
D. C., next month for the purpose of at- 
tending the national convention of the 
chiefs of police. This session is called on 
the Sth-of May and will be one of the most 
important gatherings of its kind held in 
years, 

“Tt the Plan of engaging officers from 
the different cities is- decided upon,” said 
Chief Connofly yesterday, when asked as 
to the police department of the ex posi- 
tion, “It will be a good opportunity for 
me to discuss the matter with the chiefs 
of the different cities and advise with them 
as to the officers who will come. -At that 
time I shall also talk over with them the 
feature of providing protection during the 
exposition, and I expect to gain some val- 
uable ideas in that respect.’’ 

Chief Wright Preparing, Too. 

The detective department will, of. course, 
be under the immediate control of Chief 
Wright, who is busy also getting things 
in shape for arranging a thorough sys- 
tem. 

“The force of detectives should be large,” 
said Chief Wright. ‘‘The exposition de- 
tective will be an important factor in that 
big show. , He must mingle with the 
crowds, know the sharvers and spot_them 
whenever they begin to work their games. 
The advance guard of that army of hobos 
is here now. They are looking about and 
prospecting. Some of these we are watch- 
ing every day and these men, if they in- 
crease, aS I have no doubt they will, will 
call for an increase in my department 
before the exposition opens, We are -go- 
ing to be ready for them and will give all 
crooks a warm welcome the moment they 
land.’’ 

What Chairman Johnson Thinks. 

Chairman George Johnson will hold a 
conference with Chief Connolly and Chief 
Wright some time today or tomorrow in 
regard to the exposition force of police and 
the necessary amount needed to run. the 
department, 

“Besides ‘this extra gorge,’ said Mr. 
Johnson yesterday, ‘‘the regular force for 
the city will have to be added to. 

“It is my purpose to have every foot of 
territory in the city thoroughly covered. 
At night the crooks who take in the ex- 
position grounds during the day will come 
to the city and do work here. It will be 
necessary to take care of them. 

‘As to the appropriation necessary, that 
will come up later on. Our appropriation 
for the year is short, but we will go before 
the finance committee, and I befMeve that 
sufficient funds will be allowed,”

STATE OF GEORGIA, Executive Depart- 
ment, Atlanta, March 138, 1895.—By virtue 
of the authority given in the tenth section 
of the act incorporating the Northeastern
